Unchangeable parts of the service 
are given in full, and those that are changed for every 
service (such as Stichere, Troparia, etc.) are merely 
indicated in the proper places.

THE GREAT WESPERS. 


(The Priest puis on the Epitrachelion and Phelonion. 
The Deacon puts on the Sticharion and the Orarion. The 
Deacon opens the Royal Doors and takes the lighted 
candle; the Priest takes the censer, and, preceded by the 
Deacon, censes the Altar and the Sanctuary ; after which 
the Deacon goes out through the Royal Doors and the 
Priest stands before the Altar.) 

DEACON (standing before ithe Royal Doors): Arise. 
Master, give the Blessing. 

PRIEST (making the sign of the Cross with the censer) : 
Glory be to the Holy, Consubstantial, Life-giving and 
Undivided Trinity, always now and ever, and to the 
ages of ages. CHOIR: Amen. 

PRIEST (simgs): O come, let us worship God our 
King. O come, let us worship and fall down to Christ, 
our King and God. O come, let us worship and fall 
down to Christ Himself, our King and God. O come, 
let us worship and fall down to Him. 

CHOIR (sings the Proemiac Psalm): Bless the Lord, O 
my soul. O Lord my God, Thou art become exceed- 
ingly magnificent. Bless the Lord, O my soul. How 
magnificent are Thy works, O Lord; Thou hast made 
all things in Thy Wisdom. 

(While this Psalm is being sung, the Priest comes out 
through the Royal Doors and censes the Iconostasis, the 
Choir and the people, and, preceded by the Deacon, 
returns to the Altar. After censing the Altar, the Pnest 
gives the censey to the Deacon, who censes the Pmnest, 
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gives the candle and the censer to the Server and closes 
the Royal Doors; then he leaves the Sanctuary by the 
North Door and takes his usual place before the Royal 
Doors, and commences the Great Ekiensa.) 


Deacon: In peace let us pray to the Lord. 


Cuorr: Lord, have mercy. (And so after every 
petition.) 

Deacon: For the peace that is from above, and for 
the salvation of our souls, let us pray to the Lord. 

For the peace of the whole world, the stability of 
the holy Churches of God, and for the unity of them 
all, let us pray to the Lord. 

For this holy temple and for them that, with faith, 
reverence and fear of God enter into it, let us pray 
to the Lord. 

For (the Patriarch of Russia, by name, and the Bishop 
of the Diocese, by name) for the venerable Priesthood, 
the Diaconate in Christ, all the Clergy and the people, 
let us pray to the Lord. 

For our much-suffering Mother-country, and for her 
faithful children, let us pray to the Lord. 

For this city, for every city and country, and those 
that in Faith dwell therein, let us pray to the Lord. 

For good temperature of the air, abundance of the 
fruits of the Earth, and peaceful times, let us pray to 
the Lord. 

For them that travel by water or by land, for the 
sick, the weary, the prisoners, and for their salvation, 
let us pray to the Lord. 

For our deliverance of all affliction, wrath, and 
necessity, let us pray to the Lord. 

Defend, save, have mercy upon us and preserve us, ~ 
O God, by Thy Grace. 

Commemorating our all-holy, all-pure, all-blessed 
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and glorious Lady, Theotokos, and ever-virgin Mary, 
with all the Saints let us commend ourselves, and one 
another and all our lives to Christ the God. 

CHoIR: To Thee, O Lord. 

PrigsT: For to Thee are due all glory, honour and 
worship, to the Father, the Son, and to the Holy Ghost, 
now and ever and to the ages of ages. 

CuHorr: Amen. Blessed is the man who hath not 
walked in the counsei of the ungodly. Alleluia (thrice), 
[and a few more selected verses, with“ Alleluia” (thrice) 
after each verse]. Glory to the Father, and to the 
Son, and to the Holy Spirit, now and ever and to the 
ages of ages. Alleluia (thrice). 

DEACON (still standing before the Royal Doors, says 
the Little Ekiena). Again and again, in peace, let us 
pray to the Lord. 

Cuoir: Lord, have mercy. 

DEACON: Defend, save, have mercy upon us, and 
preserve us, O God, by Thy Grace. 

CHoir: Lord, have mercy. 

DEACON: Commemorating our all-holy, all-pure, 
all-blessed and glorious Lady, Theotokos, and ever- 
virgin Mary, with all the Saints, let us commend our- 
selves, and one another, and all our life to Christ the God. 

CuHorr: To Thee, O Lord. 

PriEst: For Thine is the might, and Thine is the 
Kingdom, the power and the glory of the Father and 
of the Son and of the Holy Spirit, now and ever and to 
the ages of ages. 

CuHoir: Amen. 

The Deacon goes by the South Door into the Sanctuary. 


Note. Sometimes the Ps. 1 and the Little Ektenia ave omitted, 
and after the‘‘ Amen,” ending the Great Ektenia, the Chowr begins :— 
“©O Lord, I have cried unto Thee.” 
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CHOIR (sings 1n one of the eight tones) : O Lord, I have 
cried unto Thee, hearken to me: hearken to me, O 
Lord. O Lord, I have cried unto Thee, hearken to me ; 
attend to the voice of my entreaty when I cry unto 
Thee: hearken to me, O Lord. Let my prayer be 
directed as incense before Thee; the lifting up of my 
hands as an evening sacrifice: hearken to me, O Lord. 
Bring my soul out of prison that I may confess to Thy 
Name. (Here follows the Stichera of the day). Glory 
to the Father and to the Son and to the Holy Spirit, 
now and ever and to the ages of ages. Amen. (Here 
follows the Theotokion of the day.) 

(When the Choir begins to sing ‘“‘O Lord, I have 
cried unto Thee,’ the Deacon takes the censey and 
censes the Altar and the Sanctuary, goes out by the 
North Door, censes the Iconostasis, the Choir, and 
the people, and returns to the Sanctuary by the South 
Door.) 

[When the Choir begins to sing “‘ Glory,” the Deacon 
opens the Royal Doors, then goes, with the censer in his 
hand, round the Altar and through the North Door out 
of the Sanctuary into the Church, the Priest follows him ; 
and both are preceded by the server with the lighted candle. 
The Priest stands before the Royal Doors and at his 
night stands the Deacon. The latter, holding the 
Ovarion with three fingers of the right hand points towards 
the East, saying in a low voice so that only the Priest can 
heavy: Master, bless the holy entrance. The Priest 
gives the Benediction, saying: Blessed be the entrance 
of Thy Saints always, now and ever, and to the ages of 
ages. Amen. Then the Deacon censes the Icons of 
the Redeemer and the Mother of God, goes into the midst 
of the Royal Doors, and when the Choir have finished the 
Theotokion, says: (Note: The above is called the Little 
Entrance.) | 
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DeEacon: Wisdom! Stand upright ! 

(The Deacon enters the Sanctuary. The Priest goes 
unto the midst of the Royal Doors, turns round, blesses 
the server and the people with the sign of the Cross, turns 
again and after kissing the Altar, goes behind it with the 
Deacon preceding him.) Whilst this is going on: 

CHOIR: O Peaceful Light of the holy glory of the 
immortal Father, heavenly, holy blessed, O Jesu Christ ; 
we have come to the setting of the sun, and having 
beheld the evening light, hymn God, Father, Son and 
Holy Spirit. Meét is it that at all times shouldst 
Thou be hymned with auspicious voices, O Son 
of God, Who givest life, wherefore the world glorifieth 
Thee. 

Deacon: Let us attend. 

PRIEST: Peace to all. 

Deacon: Wisdom, let us attend. Prokeimenon 

(Here follows the Prokeimenon of the day). 

CuHorr: (Repeats the Prokeimenon thrice). 

[During the Prokeimenon, the Priest and the Deacon 
stand behind the Altar facing the West, and at tts end they 
make a veverence,;, the Deacon closes the Royal Doors, 
goes through the North Door to hs usual place in front 
of the Royal Doors and begins the Increased Ektemta. 
The Priest stands before the Altar. [Note: On the 
Eves of the Great Festivals the Paroemia (Lessons from 
the Old Testament) are read after the Prokewmenon. | 

DEAcoN: Let us say with our whole soul, and with 
our whole mind let us say. 

Cuoir: Lord, have mercy. 

Deacon: O Lord Almighty, God of our fathers, we 
beseech Thee, hear and have mercy upon us. 

CuoIr: Lord, have mercy. 
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DeEacon: Have mercy upon us according to Thy 
great kindness we beseech Thee, hear and have mercy. 


Cuorr: Lord, have mercy (thrice). (And so after the 
succeeding petitions.) 


DEAcoN: Furthermore we pray for (the Patriarch 
of Russia by name, and the Bishop of the Diocese by 
name) and for all our brotherhood in Christ. 

Furthermore we pray for our much-suffering Mother- 
country and for all her faithful children. 

Furthermore we pray for the blessed and ever- 
memorable founders of this holy temple; and for all 
the heretofore deceased fathers and brethren, who are 
resting here and elsewhere, the Orthodox. 

Furthermore we pray for mercy, life, peace, health, 
salvation, protection, forgiveness and remission of 
sins of the servants of God, the brethren of this holy 
temple. 

Furthermore we pray for those who bring forth fruit 
and do good deeds in this holy and most venerable 
temple, for those who labour and those who sing, and 
for the people standing here and expecting from Thee 
Thy great and rich mercy. 

_ Priest: For Thou art a merciful and man-loving 
God, and to Thee we send up glory, to the Father, and 
to the Son, and to the Holy Spirit, now and ever, and 
to the ages of ages. 

CHoIR: Amen. 


READER: Vouchsafe, O Lord, that this evening we 
may be kept without sin. Blessed art Thou, O Lord, 
the God of our fathers; and praised and glorified is 
Thy Name unto the ages. Amen. May Thy mercy, 
O Lord, be upon us according as we have hoped in Thee. 
Blessed art Thou, O Lord, teach me Thy ordinances. 
Blessed art Thou, O Master, make me to understand 
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Thy ordinances. Blessed art Thou, O Holy One, 
enlighten me by Thy ordinances. O Lord, Thy mercy 
is for ever ; despise not the works of Thy hands. To 
Thee becometh praise, to Thee becometh a hymn, to 
Thee becometh glory, to the Father, and to the Son, and 
to the Holy Spirit, now and ever, and to the ages of 
ages. Amen. 


DEACON: (Says the Petitioning Ektenia). Let us 
complete our evening prayers unto the Lord. 


Cuoir: Lord, have mercy. 


DeEAcon: Defend, save, have mercy upon us and 
preserve us, O God, by Thy grace. 


Cuoir: Lord, have mercy. 


Deacon: That the whole evening may be perfect, 
peaceful and sinless, we beseech the Lord. 


Cuoir: Grant, O Lord. (And so after each succeeding 
petition.) 

Deacon: An angel of peace, a faithful guide, a 
guardian of our souls and bodies, we beseech of the 
Lord. 

Pardon and remission of our sins and transgressions, 
we beseech of the Lord. 

What is good and profitable to our souls, and peace 
for the world, we beseech of the Lord. 

That the remaining time of our life may be spent in 
peace and penitence, we beseech of the Lord. 

A Christian end to our life, painless, without shame, 
peaceful, and a good defence before the awful Judgment- 
seat of Christ, we beseech. 

Commemorating our all-holy, ali-pure, all-blessed 
and glorious Lady, Theotokos, and ever-virgin Mary, 
with all the Saints let us commend ourselves, and one 
another, and all our life to Christ the God. 
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CHoIrR: To Thee, O Lord. 

Priest: For Thou art a good and a man-loving God, 
and to Thee we send up glory, to the Father, and to the 
Son, and to the Holy Spirit, now and ever, and to the 
ages of ages. 

CHOIR: Amen. 

Prirsr + Péaee to all, 

CuHorr: And to thy spirit. 

DEACON: Let us bow our heads to the Lord. 

Cuoir: To Thee, O Lord. 

PRIEST: Blessed and glorified be the might of Thy 
Kingdom, of the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy 
Spirit, now and ever, and to the ages of ages. 


(The Deacon goes by the South Door into the Sanctuary.) 
CHorrR: Amen. 


(Note: On the Eves of the Great Festivals, here follows 
the Litany, for which see Appendix A.) The Choir 
sings the Stichera of the day, after which: 


READER: Now dost Thou dismiss Thy servant, O 
Master, according to Thy Word, in peace; for mine 
eyes have seen Thy Salvation, which Thou hast prepared 
before the face of all peoples ; a light unto the revelation 
of the nations, and the glory of Thy people Israel. 

Holy God, Holy Mighty, Holy Immortal, have mercy 
upon us. (Thrice.) 

Glory to the Father, to the Son, and to the Holy 
Spirit, both now and ever, and unto the ages of 
ages. 

O All-holy Trinity, have mercy upon us; O Lord, 
purity us from our sins; O Master, forgive us our 
iniquities ; O Holy One, visit and heal our infirmities, 
for Thy Name’s sake. 

Lord, have mercy. (Thrice.)

(On the Eves of the Festivals, the Troparion of the day 
is sung instead of the Ave Maria.)

Priest (goes into the midst of the Royal Doors, facing 
the people whom he blesses, making the sign of the Cross, 
and says): The blessing of the Lord be upon you through 
His Grace and love toward man, always, now and ever, 
and to the ages of ages. 

Cuoir: Amen. 


(The Deacon closes the Royal Doors.)

(Immediately followed by the Matis).

READER: Glory to God on high, and on earth peace, 
among men good-will. (Thrice.)

There is no health in my 
flesh ; from the presence of Thy wrath. There is no 
peace in my bones, from the presence of my sins. For 
mine iniquities are gone over my head; as a weighty 
burden have they weighed upon me. My wounds are 
foetid and corrupt, from the presence of my foolishness. 
I am dejected and bowed down utterly; all the day 
long have I walked with sorrowful looks. For my loins. 
are filled with illusions, and there is no health in my 
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flesh. I am afflicted and brought down exceedingly ; 

I have roared from the groaning of my heart. O Lord, 

before Thee is all my desire ; and my groaning is not 

hidden from Thee. My heart is troubled ; my strength 

has forsaken me. And the light of my eyes; it is not 

all with me. My friends and my neighbours have 

drawn near over against me, and stood still ; and those 
nearest me have stood afar off. While they have used. 
violence that seek after my soul; and those that seek 
my hurt have spoken vanities, and meditated deceits. 
all the day long. But I, as one deaf, have heard not ; 

and I am as one dumb that openeth not his mouth. 

Yea, I become as a man that heareth not, and that 

hath in his mouth no reproofs. For in Thee, O Lord, 

have I hoped; Thou wilt hearken, O Lord my God. - 
For I have said ; lest at any time mine enemies rejoice 

over me and when my feet slip they have spoken 

haughtily against me.

(When the Reader commences the first Psalm, the Priest 
takes off his Phelonion, and standing before the Altar, 
silently reads the Prayers, for which vide Appendix B. 
When the Reader begins to read ‘‘ Glory to the Father”’ 
(after the third Psalm) the Priest softly comes out of the 
Sanctuary by the North Door, places himself before the 
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Royal Doors, and continues the silent reading of the 
prayers, on completion of which he returns to the Sanctuary 
by the South Door, and again puts on the Phelonion, 
and then stands before the Altar.) 

(Ps. Ixxxvii). O Lord, the God of my salvation, by 
day have I cried and at night before Thee. . Let my 
prayers come in before Thee; incline Thine ear unto 
my entreaty. For my soul is filled with evils, and my 
life hath drawn nigh to Hades. I am counted with 
those that are going down into the pit ; Iam become as 
a man without help, free among the dead. Like 
the slain sleeping in the grave, of whom Thou art 
mindful no longer; and they are cast off from Thy 
hand. They have laid me in the lowest pit, in the dark 
places, and in the shadow of death. Upon me hath 
Thy indignation pressed hard ; and all Thy billows hast 
Thou brought in upon me. For Thou hast put away 
mine acquaintance far from me; they have set me an 
abomination to themselves. I am delivered up, and 
have not come forth; mine eyes have languished 
through poverty. I have cried unto Thee, O Lord, all 
the day long. I have spread forth my hands unto 
Thee. Wilt Thou for the dead work wonders? or 
shall the physicians raise them up, and they confess 
to Thee? Shall anyone declare Thy mercy in the 
grave, and Thy faithfulness in destruction? Shall 
Thy wonders be known in the darkness, and Thy 
righteousness in a land forgotten. And I—unto Thee 
have I cried, and in the morning shall my prayer come 
before Thee. Wherefore, O Lord, dost thou cast off 
my soul, and turn away Thy face from me? Poor am 
I and in labours from youth ; and having been exalted 
I am brought low and am in despair. Upon me hath 
Thine anger pressed ; Thy terrors have disquieted me. 
They have surrounded me like water; all the day long 
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have they compassed me about together. Thou hast 
put far from me my friend and neighbour, and mine 
acquaintance from misery. 

O Lord, the God of my salvation, by day have I 
cried, and at night before Thee. Let my prayer come 
in before Thee ; incline Thine ear unto my entreaty. 

(Ps. cii). Bless the Lord, O my soul; and all that is 
within me, bless His Holy Name. Bless the Lord, O 
my soul, and forget not all His rewards. Who readily 
forgiveth all thine iniquities, who healeth all thy 
diseases; Who redeemeth thy life from corruption ; 
Who crowneth thee with mercy and compassions ; 
Who satisfieth thy desire with good things ; thy youth 
shall be renewed as the eagle’s. Doing acts of mercy is 
the Lord, and judgment for all that are wronged. He 
hath made his ways known to Moses, His wills to the 
children of Israel. Compassionate and merciful is the 
Lord, long-suffering and plenteous in mercy ; not unto 
the uttermost will he be angry, nor for ever be wroth. 
Not according to our iniquities hath he dealt with us, 
nor according to our sins rewarded us. For according 
to the height of heaven from the earth hath the Lord 
confirmed His mercy upon those that fear Him. As far 
as the East is from the West, hath he removed our 
iniquities from us. Like as a father hath compassion 
on his children, hath the Lord compassion on those that 
fear Him; for He knoweth our frame; He is mindful 
that we are dust. Man—as grass are his days; as the 
flowers of the field so shall he flourish. For the spirit 
is passed through in him and he shall not be; and he 
shall know his place no longer.

enters the Sanctuary through the Royal Doors, and stands 
before the Altar.) Meanwhile the Chow sings:

Priest; By the mercy and bounties, and love toward 
man of Thine only-begotten Son, with Whom Thou art 
blessed, together with Thine All-holy and Good, and 
Life-giving Spirit, now and ever, and unto the ages of 
ages. (The Deacon goes to the Sanctuary.) 


CHoIR: Amen. 


(Here follows the Canon, consisting of 8 Odes (1, 3-9) 
sung by the Choir with the reading after each Ode.) 

(The Priest kisses the Gospel and stands by the side of 
the Analogion; the people come one by one, kiss the 
Gospel and return to their places. After the kissing of 
the Gospel the Priest carries it back to the Altar, but before 
entering the Sanctuary he turns towards the people and 
blesses them, making the sign of the Cross with the Gospel. 
Then the Royal Doors are closed.) 

[Note.—The above procedure is somewhat modified on 
the Eves of the Festivals. When the Chowr begins to 
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sing ““ Praise ye the Name,’ the Priest and the Deacon 
go through the Royal Doors into the middle of the Church 
where on the specially prepared Analogion lies the Icon 
of the Festival, and stand in front of tt. On finishing the 
Psalm the Chow sings the proper Exaltation instead of 
“* Blessed Art Thou.” The lighted candle and the censer 
ave brought; the Priest censes the Icon, preceded by the 
Deacon with the lighted candle, then they gotothe Sanctuary 
and proceed as above, but instead of returning to the 
Sanctuary they come back to the Icon of the Festival. 
During the Priest's exclamation ‘“‘ For Blessed is Thy 
Name,’ the Deacon goes to the Sanctuary, takes the 
Gospel from the Altar, and, standing in the Royal Doors, 
facing the congregation, says,“ Let us attend. Wisdom. 
Prokeimenon.” When the Priest says ‘“ Peace to all,” 
the Deacon comes up to him and holds up to him the 
Gospel. When the lesson is read the Deacon takes 
the Gospel back to the Altar and immediately returns and 
stands on the right hand side of the Priest. After ‘‘ Glory 
to Thee,” the Choir sings ‘‘ Glory to the Father’’ (omitting 
“ Having beheld the resurrection’) and instead of ‘“‘ Jesus 
having risen” sings the Stichera of the day. When the 
Chowr begins to sing the Canon, the oil and loaves, which 
have been blessed during the Litany, are brought up, the 
Priest kisses the Icons, anoints himself, and stands 
by the side of the Analogion. The Deacon kisses the Icon 
and, after being anointed, goes to the Sanctuary. The 
congregation, one by one, come up, kiss the Icon and, 
on being anointed, take a piece of the loaf and return to 
thew places. (The anointing is done by making the sign 
of the Cross with the oil on the forehead.) When every- 
one has kissed the Icon the Priest goes to the Sanctuary 
and the Holy Doors are closed.| 

(During the singing of the 8th Ode of the Canon the 
Deacon censes the Altar and the Sanctuary, goes through 
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the North Door and stands in front of the Icon of the 
Mother of God.) On termination of the Ode, 


Deacon: Let us magnify in hymns the Mother of 
God and Mother of Light. . 

CHOIR (sings): Magnificat (a few verses) adding after 
each verse: 

More honourable than the Cherubim, and beyond 
compare more glorious than the Seraphim, who without 
corruption barest God the Word, verily the Theotokos, 
Thee we magnify. (The Deacon censes the Iconostasts, 
the Choir, the people and returns into the Sanctuary by 
the South Door. Immediately after the Magnificat the 
Choir sings the 9th Ode, after which the Deacon says the 
Little Ektenia.) 

(Note.—On the Eves of the 12 Great Festivals the 
Deacon's exclamation “Let us magnify” and the

O Thou Who in all times and at every hour, in heaven 
and upon earth, art worshipped and glorified, Christ 
God, long-suffering, most merciful and of great tender- 
ness, Who lovest the righteous and art merciful to 
sinners, Who hast called all men to salvation by the 
promise of future blessings; do Thou, O Lord, accept 
our prayers at this hour, and guide our life in Thy 
commandments. Sanctify our souls, make chaste our 
bodies, govern our thoughts, purify our minds, and 
deliver us from every affliction, eviland pain. Surround 
us by Thy Holy Angels, that, preserved and guided by 
their hosts, we may come to the unity of the faith, 
and to the knowledge of Thine inaccessible glory, for 
Thou art blessed unto the ages of ages. Amen.

And make straight our goings to the working of Thy 
commandments, through the prayers of Thine all-pure 
Mother and all Thy Saints. Amen. 


Cuorr: To Thee, O Virgin, the chosen guide, Thy 
servants sing a triumphal song, ascribing thanks to 
Thee for the deliverance from evils ; and, since Thou 
hast invincible might, deliver us, we beseech Thee, 
from all evils, that we may cry unto Thee: Hail, O 
unmarried Bride! 


Priest: Glory to Thee, O Christ God, our Hope, 
glory to Thee. 

CHOIR: Glory to the Father, and to the Son, and to 
the Holy Spirit, both now and ever, and unto the ages 
of ages. Amen. 

Lord, have mercy. (Thrice.) Give the blessing. 
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PRIEST (turns and faces the congregaiton): Christ our 
true God, Who is risen from the dead, by the prayers of 
His all-pure Mother, and of all the Saints, will have 
mercy upon us and save us, for He is good and man- 
loving. (The Priest bows to the congregation and goes 
to the Sanctuary.) 


CuHoirR: Lord, have mercy. (Thrice.)

(Ihe Choir sings the Stichera of the day. The Royal 
Doors are opened, the Priest goes into the end of the 
Church and the Deacon censes the Altar, the Sanctuary 
the Iconostasis and the people, and then goes into the end 
of the Church, where he stands before the Priest slightly to 
the right.) After the Stichera: 


DEAcON: Save Thy people, O God, and bless Thine 
inheritance, visit Thy world with mercy and bounties ; 
exalt the horn of Orthodox Christians, and send down 
upon us Thy rich mercies. 

By the prayers of our all-undefiled Lady, Theotokos, 
and ever-virgin Mary ; by the power of the honourable 
and quickening Cross; by the intercession of the 
honourable bodiless Powers of heaven; of the honour- 
able, glorious Prophet, Forerunner and Baptist John; 
of the holy, glorious and all-famous Apostles; of our 
' Fathers among the Saints, great Hierarchs and (Ecumen- 
ical Doctors, Basil the Great, Gregory the Theologian, 
and John Chrysostom; of our Father among the 
Saints, Nicholas, Archbishop of Myre in Lycia, the 
Wonder-worker; of the holy, co-equal with the 
Apostles, Teachers of the Slavs, Cyril and Methodius; 
of the holy, co-equal with the Apostles, Grand Prince 
Vladimir; of our Fathers among the Saints, the 
Wonder-workers of all Russia, Michael, Peter, Alexis, 
Jonas and Philip; of the holy, glorious and right-

Deacon: Furthermore we pray for (the Patriarch of 
Russia by name, and the Bishop of the Diocese by name), 
and all our brotherhood in Christ ; and every Christian 
soul, which, burdened with grief and pain, seeks grace 
and help of God, for the protection of this city, and of 
those that dwell therein: for the peace and settlement 
of the whole world; for the good estate of the holy 
Churches of God; for the salvation and assistance of 
such as with diligence and fear of God do labour and 
minister, our Fathers, and Brethren; for those that 
are absent, and such as are abroad ; for the healing of 
those that lie in sickness; for the repose, relaxation, 
blessed memory and remission of the sins of all our 
heretofore departed Fathers and Brethren, that are 
lying here, and elsewhere, the Orthodox; for the 
deliverance of captives; and for our brethren that are 
engaged in ministrations, and all that minister and have 
ministered in this holy Temple, let us say :

Priest: Hearken to us, O God our Saviour, the 
Hope of all the ends of the earth, and of those that 
are on the sea afar off; and be propitious, be propitious, 
O Master, to our sins, and have mercy upon us. Fora 
merciful God and lover of man art Thou, and to Thee 
we send up glory, to the Father, and to the Son, and to 
the Holy Spirit, now and ever, and unto the ages of 
ages. 

CHoIR: Amen. 


PRIEST (turning round and blessing the people): Peace . 
to all. 


Cuorr: And to thy spirit. 
DEAcon: Let us bow down our heads to the Lord. 
Cuoir: To Thee, O Lord. 


Priest: O Master, very merciful Lord Jesu Christ, 
our God, by the prayers of our all-undefiled Lady, 
Theotokos, and ever-virgin Mary; by the power of 
the precious and life-giving Cross; at the intercessions of 
the honourable bodiless Powers of heaven; of the 
honourable, glorious Prophet, Forerunner and Baptist 
John; of the holy, glorious and all-famous Apostles ; 
of the holy, glorious and right-victorious Martyrs; of 
our venerable and God-bearing Fathers ; of our Fathers 
among the Saints, great Hierarchs and CEcumenical 
Doctors, Basil the Great, Gregory the Theologian, and 
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John Chrysostom; of our Father among the Saints 
Nicholas, Archbishop of Myre in Lycia, the Wonder- 
worker; of the holy, co-equal with the Apostles, 
Teachers of the Slavs, Cyril and Methodius; of the 
holy, co-equal with the Apostles, Grand Prince Vladimir ;

Meanwhile the Priest 
and the Deacon move to the middle of the church, where 
on the specially prepared table there are laid the 5 loaves, 
wheat, wine and oil, and stand in front of ths table. 
After the Priest's exclamation ‘“‘ For Thine is the 
kingdom,’ the censer is brought up, the Choir sings 
“Amen” and the Troparion of the day (thrice). Durning 
the singing of the Troparion the Deacon censes round the 
table (also thrice).| Then: 

Deacon: Let us pray to the Lord. 

Cuorr: Lord, have mercy. 

Priest (takes into his hand one of the loaves and makes 
with it the sign of the Cross, and replaces it): O Lord, 
Jesu Christ, our God, Who didst bless the five loaves 
and didst feed five thousand, do Thyself bless these 
loaves (pointing with his right hand to the loaves), the 
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wheat (pointing to the wheat), the wine (pointing to the 
wine), and the oil (pointing to the oil), and multiply 
them in this city, and in all the world, and the faithful 
that partake of them, hallow Thou. For it is Thou, O 
Christ our God, Who blessest and sanctifiest all things, 
and to Thee we send up glory, with Thine unoriginate 
Father, and Thine all-holy and good and life-giving 
Spirit, now and ever, and unto the ages of ages. 


CHorir: Amen. Blessed be the Name of the Ls 
from now and to all ages. (Thrice.) 


PRIEST (goes to the Royal Doors, turns to the congrega- 
tion and gives the blessing, saying) : 

The blessing of the Lord, by His grace and love to 
man, be upon you, always, now and ever, and unto 
the ages of ages. 

CHoIrR: Amen. (The Priest and the Deacon enter the 
Sanctuary and the Royal Doors are closed.) 


(Here followeih the Matins as usual.)

(When the Reader says the six Psalms, the Priest says 
silently the following 12 Prayers :) 


Prayeri. We give thanks to Thee, O Lord, Our God, 
Who hast raised us up from our beds, and hast put into 
our mouth the words of praise that we may adore and 
call upon Thy holy Name; and we beseech Thee by 
Thy compassions, which Thou hast always used about 
our life. Even now send forth Thine aid upon those 
that stand before the presence of Thy holy glory, and 
are expecting that rich mercy that is from Thee; and 
grant them with fear and love always to worship Thee, 
to praise, to hymn Thine unspeakable goodness. For 
to Thee becometh all glory, honour and adoration, to 
the Father, to the Son, and to the Holy ee now and 
ever and unto the ages of ages. 


Prayer 2. By night our spirit watcheth early unto 
Thee, our God, for Thy precepts are light upon the 
earth ; how to perfect righteousness and holiness in 
Thy fear, do Thou make us to understand ; for Thee do 
we glorify, our really existing God; incline Thine ear 
and hearken unto us; and be mindful, O Lord, of all 
that are present and pray with us, by name, and save 
them by Thy power ; bless Thy people and hallow Thine 
inheritance ; grant peace to the world, to the Churches, 
to Thy priests, to our Kings and to all Thy people.

their feet their invisible and warring enemies, For

the ages of ages. Amen. 


Prayer 7. © God and Father of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, who hast raised us up from our beds and gathered 
us together at the hour of prayer, give us grace in 
opening our mouths, and accept such supplications as 
are within our power ; and teach us Thine ordinances, 
for how to pray, as we ought, we know not, unless 
Thou, O Lord, guide us by Thy Holy Spirit. Where- 
fore we beseech Thee, if in anywise we have sinned 
until this present hour in word, or in deed, or by thought, 
voluntarily or involuntarily, pardon, remit, forgive 
the same ;- for if iniquities Thou wilt be extreme to 
mark, O Lord, O Lord, who shall endure? for with 
Thee there is redemption; Thou only art holy, O Helper 
mighty one, defender of our life, and in Thee is our 
song always.

Prayer 10. O Lord our God, Who through penitence
